5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest method of forming edge connectors 
in a printed circuit board where the maximum resistance across the edge connector is about 
70x10-3 ohms by applying a conductive ink comprising thermoset epoxy binder, graphite 
particles, carbon black and silver flakes wherein the silver flakes have an average size not greater 
than 10 microns. It is noted that the product resulting from this process has already been 
patented (6,2365,051). Hence, to be consistent with the ruling of In Re Ochai, a process is 
allowable if the product formed from that process is allowable and the process includes all the 
limitation of the allowed product.
